Father Behm 
retires June 29 

By Phyllis Chapman 

On Sunday, June 29, the Reverend Canon 
Donald R. Behm will retire as rector of Sierra 
Madre’s Church of the Ascension. He will preach his 
last sermon at the 10 a.m. mass. 

That afternoon, from 2 to 5, there will be a 
reception in the church parish hall to honor him 
in this time of joy to pay tribute to this man who 
has accomplished so ‘much since becoming their rec¬ 
tor in November of 1979. It will be a sad time, 
too, because, he is leaving. 

When Father Behm came to Ascension, the-' 
church was at a low ebb. But today, due to his 
spiritual leadership and administrative qualities, all 
that has been turned around. Membership and at¬ 
tendance have more than doubled and he leaves a 
legacy of strength. 

It is a legacy deserving of this beautiful old 
church which is on the National Register of His¬ 
toric Places. It is a place that when you step inside 
you are aware of an aura or a feeling that lends 
itself to prayer. In addition to Sunday services, he 
has also kept the church open daily for mass and 
there is a monthly Quiet Day which is well attended 
by both church members and outsiders. There is an 
excellent youth program. 

Under his guidance, much fund-raising has 
taken place needed to make a number of neces¬ 
sary repairs and improvements. Sometimes, to meet 
financial commitments, members have been asked to 
contribute to more than one project at the same 
time. 

On April 18, 1982, a much-needed new pipe 
organ was dedicated, which is housed in an im¬ 
proved loft area above the nave. There is now an 
enlarged gift shop, a library and a parish historical 
room to display and store vestments and archives 
of the historic church. 

Father Behm says it is a British tradition to 
have a cemetery next to the church. So, a couple 
of years ago, a beautiful memorial garden was

The setting is a dire emergency. And to prove 
that they are up to such an emergency, 40 area ham 
radio operators will transform Memorial Park in 
Sierra Madre into a mock major emergency field 
Saturday morning. 

Four corners of the pavilion will be set 
aside as transmitting centers “to simulate a major 
emergency where there is no power or telephone,” 
says Len Cummings of Sierra Madre. 

“These four stations are working with por¬ 
table power, small generators, batteries and even a 
token setup getting power from the sun with solar 
cells,” he explains. The group is simulating an 
emergency situation much like the Mexican earth¬ 
quake earlier this year. 

The Sierra Madre Police Department will also 
participate as part of the emergency team. 

Foothill residents are urged to visit Memorial 
Park both Saturday and Sunday to see how ham 
radio operators work in emergency situations. 


Cummings says this type of field event is al¬ 
ways held on the last weekend of June. “It is 
set to combine practice and experience with fun 
since we have a contest that runs for 24 hours 
during the weekend. We try to contact as many 
other field day participants all over the continent 
as we can. Therefore, we use the best operators 
and equipment that is in top condition,” Cummings 
continues. 

On Saturday evening they plan a combination 
barbecue and pot luck, and on Sunday morning 
they will send and receive code as part of the field 
day practice. 

There will be much literature, signg and dis¬ 
plays for the public’s education. The average age 
of the ham operators is close to 50 years, so they 
are attempting to attract mdre young people into 
the field which Cummings terms “a fascinating 
hobby.” There are close to 50 ham operators in 
Sierra Madre, he says.

He had learned of our 
salubrious climate when our first Sierra Madre p y 
sician. Dr. Frederick Gresham, and also from 
England, had written back describing this area. 

Tucker regained his health and to earn a 
living began building homes here. He was a good 
craftsman which is reBected in the design of this 
house and efficient use of space as well as its ex¬ 
cellent condition after all these years. 

Alice Clark died last year and was probably 
the oldest resident of Sierra Madre at the time and 
had lived in the home since it was built. She was 
a talented woman and wrote a history of the first 
Bethany Church here, a unique cobblestone struc¬ 
ture built by Louis Corneulle, who was almost 
blind. She was also known for her lovely garden 
and Mayor Fowler says the property has several 
fruit-and-nut bearing trees.

Sierra Madre Fire Inspector Bill Kramer 
cautions all Sierra Madreans that all fireworks, 
including the so-called safe and sane fireworks, 
are outlawed in Sierra Madre. 

He explains that safe and sane fireworks 
are those that are approved by the state fire 
marshal, and are signed by his seal. They are 
the ones that usually don’t explode. 

“Roman candles, cherry bombs and M-80s 
are all illegal contraband anywhere in the 
state,” he says. 

“The biggest offender is the sparkler 
which causes more injuries, the largest per¬ 
centage of those in the 1400 people who were 
injured last year in the state of California, 
Kramer noted. Seventy-eight percent of the in¬ 
juries were caused by sparklers and of those

Comeback of California pottery

C.'alifornia pottery, popular several decades 
ago, has once again come into its own. 

The J.A. Bauer Company was started in l.os 
Angeles in l‘8)9 by John Bauer after the company 
was moved frrrm Paducah, Ky. Ihe move took five 
train cars lo move Ihe et)uipmenl and 16 employ¬ 
ees. 

In Kentucky, their terra cotta garden pots, 
while stoneware and yellow bowls and crock pots 
were the company’s main product. These pieces 
continued their success in Los Angeles until Ihe 
I92()s. 

riiis early California pottery is very collectable 
but difficult lo identify because Bauer did not sign 
all of his early pieces. One must be familiar with 
Bauer products to spot them. 

However, easy lo find are the popular dish- 
ware products which were manufactured from tlie 
’20s until Ihe end of WWII. These products were 
extremely popular and could be found in Ihe homes 
of most Americans. 

Many other companies began lo produce simi¬ 
lar-looking dishware with the same styles and colors. 
Such companies were Pacific, Poppy Field,Califor¬ 
nia Pottery, Catalina Pottery, Ciaddy Mel.ean and 
Mellox. In fact, Catalina Pottery started the trend, 
but Bauer produced more of it and continued after 
Catalina Pottery went out of business. 

The lucrative dinner line helped Bauer slay 
afloat during the depression years. The first dish- 
ware was called “ringware” because of the ring 
patterns in its design. This was popular until 1936 
when it was replaced by the “modern” basic de¬ 
sign. This line would continue to be popular 
until 1946 when the government made it hard for 
the California pottery manufacturers, such as Bau¬ 
er, lo produce the brightly-colored glazes which were 
mixed with uranium oxide to give them their

bright colors. 

As Bauer fouglit lo stay alive with the art deco 
shapes, the bright color line was discontinued when 
Ihe government made it loo difficult for them to 
obtain Ihe uranium needed. Occupied japan mass- 
produced porcelain imports and the California 
dishware seemed loo bulky and easy to chip. Many 
companies went out of business. 

Bauer managed to continue until 1963 with the 
art line. However, it seems lo be the pottery of the 
early ’30s that is most collectable. That is to say 
that the ringware is most sought after by collect¬ 
ors and brings in the best prices. 

Most pieces of this period were signed on the 
bottom: Bauer or Bauer USA.

Father Behm 
retires June 29

created on the north side of the church trans¬ 
forming land that had been an embarrassing eye¬ 
sore. This lovely garden, entered by the church’s 
picturesque lych-gate, is a place to be enjoyed at 
anytime. But it is where the ashes of those who 
have departed are scattered and this way they are 
still part of the church. 

The highlight for Father Behm at Ascension 
and for which he gave much preparation, was the 
year-long celebration in 1985 of this church’s cen¬ 
tennial, a year full of events and important visitors. 
He also commissioned a history of the church to be 
published in honor of the centenary and this was 
well done by author and parishioner Catherine Tur¬ 
ney. 

Father Behm was born in Reading, Pa. and 
served in the medical corps during WWIl in the 
states and the South Pacific. He felt called to the 
ministry, so upon leaving the service, he attended 
Kenyon College, an Episcopal school in Ohio. He 
graduated from Seabury Western Theological Se¬ 
minary in Evanston, III., completing seven years in 
five-and-a-half. 

After his ordination, he served until 1966 
in Colorado, then accepted a call to All Saints in 
Long Beach. The Bishop appointed him Archdeacon 
of the diocese of Los Angeles, at which time he 
administered to 40 missions. Upon leaving this post, 
the Bishop conferred upon him the title of Fr. 
Behm, Honorary Canon of the Diocese. 

Father Behm came to Ascension because he 
missed having his own parish and requested he be 
considered for a small church somewhere. He has

found one of the enjoyable things about preach¬ 
ing in Sierra Madre: that we are a communify 
with very much our own identity in all this mega¬ 
lopolis. He has been a gracious host when the His¬ 
torical Society comes to the church on their his¬ 
toric city bus tour. 

Upon leaving Ascension, retirement is certainly 
not a part of his vocabulary. He will embark on 
a part-time ministry at St. Richard’s in Lake Ar¬ 
rowhead. He will assist the mission’s vicar there 
and will also serve as director of the retreat cen¬ 
ter. He will enjoy being back at the high eleva¬ 
tion, reminiscent of the days he served in Colorado. 
Also, for the first time he will own his home 
there, a house he is buying — just a five-minute 
walk from the church. 

Father Michael Bamberger, who has been 
serving as associate director at Ascension since 
October, becomes the new rector. Father Behm is 
most happy about his replacement and feels the 
congregation has responded very well to Father 
Bamberger. 

Most of what I have shared in this article 
about Father Behm, I have gathered from other 
people. He was too modest to expound on his ac¬ 
complishments. But I know he leaves with the 
knowledge that Ascension embarks on its next 100 
years in strength and love. 

For his closing message in “The Spire,” the 
church bulletin, he quoted this favorite passage from 
Willa Gather’s “Death Comes for the Archbishop”:' 
“Where there is great love, there are always mir- 
cales. Miracles rest not so much upon faces or voices 
or healing power coming to us from afar off, but 
on our perception being made finer, so that for a 
moment our eyes can see and our ears can hear 
what is there about us always.”
